The Captain of tha Magenta said that. In
thirty ysars' experience In the New York
Harbor, he had nerer encountered a storm of
such fury, and ha was rellered when the sky
began to clear and be was enabled to make his
slip at the toot of Whitehall street.

The great downpour of rain tilled up a num-
ber of the rlrerslde transverse sewers, and the
back water from them flooded many streets, eel.
lre. and stores. Th sewer at the foot of Vesey
treet overflowed and the water roe until It

was six Inches deep In the middle of the strset
In front of Washington Market. Everett's Hotel
dining rooms In escy street ware also flooded.

The sodden downpour of the rain was too
much for the sewers In West Twenty-secon- d,

Twenty-thir- aod Twenty-fourt- h streets, and
ther were flooded from Ninth avenue to tha
North Blrer.

Tho unusual flood of water forced off the
corers cf tha manholes, which spouted like gey-
sers during the heaviest part of the storm. The
water was three feet deap In the roadway, andmany cellars were flooded. The West Twenty-thir- d

street car stables were also flooded, and
the street In front of them reaamhled a minia-
ture sea. After the flood subsided a deposit of
mad several laches deep was left on the side-
walks.

A similar flood occurred in the same place a
few months ago. It la due to the fact that thenew sewer, which begin about half way be-
tween Tenth and Eleventh avenues. Is much too
small to carry off a sudden flood of water.

"I had a sincere hope that Gen. Bragg would
be nominated. said Senator Palmer to a re-
porter of the United Associated Presses. "I
believe he would hare been tha man for the
plaea, and my cholae all along has been for
him,"

When asked what he proposed to do during
the campaign he replied that ha waa nnabla to
talk Intelligently upon the subject.

"This thing haa coma npon me so suddenly
that It ts Impossible for me to say Just what wa
shall do or how we shall do It," continued the
Senator. "The location of headquarters and
all matters of detail will be left In the hands of
the National Committee and my friends.

"That we shall make an actlre campaign goes
withont the saying. Onr platform Is one upon
whloh erery true Democrat can stand.

Cleveland flatterers, Daniel G. Griffin of New
York and Hugh O. Wallace of Washington, and
the Cleveland coterie with whom tbey as-
sociated, had endeavored to force Cleveland on
thla Convention. They did pot know exactly
what the man of Buxrard'sBay would do If he
was nominated here without previous consults,
tlon. So, aa waa mentioned tn these despatches
last night, a telegram waa sent to President
Cleveland at Buzzard's Bay. Mr. Grlffln and
Mr. Wallace took the despatch to the telegraph
office and prepared It Jointly, and yet Mr. G rtffln
was ths only one of the two who signed It.

The despatch to President Cleveland read:
" You will be nominated nnless

yon make definite refusal. We strongly nrge
that you communicate privately, to be need
publicly If necessary, with some friend on tbe
ground. Otherwise every Indication U that yon
will be nominated by acclamation."

Pending an answer to this telegram the work-er- a
of tha different candidates were all at ssa.

Thty worked quietly and acted all the time aa If
they were fearful that they waro doing some
great wrong against President Cleveland. They
did not know whether he wanted tbe nomina-
tion here or not. They knew only one thing, and
that was tbat the Cleveland flatterers had deter-
mined If possible to stampede tbe Convention
for him. Mr. Griffin, however, did not want this
done, and then to have President Cleveland
come out and refuse to accept the nomination.
